cle'aring the water, the settling reser- 
voir will enlarge the city's supply. 
In regard to the paper prepared by 


[>r. George C. Pardee ar.d read by Mr. 
Macdonatd, Mr. Camroa said it has 
done some good and some harm when 
,t was first given to the public; but the 
subject matter was old and not suit- 
sole for the time. It was originally 
needed to inspire the water company to 
go ahead and improve its works. But 
to keep reilerating it was merely to go 
on doing harm. The company is doing 
tbe wort necessary to make the water 
pure, so why keep on sending out to 
tbe world tbat Oakland has poor water, 
without hope of bettering it. 
The 


health journals of the land have taken 
up the statements of the local Board of 
Health and published tbem broadcast.
